Burn the Chinch Bug 


Over sixty-five counties in Illinois 
fire now infested with chinch hugs. Un­ 
less weather conditions next spring are 
especially unfavorable for the growth w e e d s are kept down a fair crop cai* 


season; and if the bugs are abundant, 
this means that winter burning is high­ 
ly profitable. 
Cultivating corn does 
not destroy every weed In the field, 
hut if from 50 to 75 per cent of th® 


and development of these hugs, or un­ 
less steps are taken to destroy them in 
their winter quarters, 
serious 
crop 
losses are sure to follow. 
At the present time chinch hugs are 
numerous enough to threaten damage 
in parts of Michigan, Ohio, Indiana. 
Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, and Nebraska. 
Unless the hugs are checked, t Ii is in­ 
festation threatens to spread again 
over the entire Mississippi valley and 
cause a recurrence of the losses of 
1887, which would amount to ueuriy 
$100,000,000. 
Chinch hugs destroy or greatly re­ 
duce the yield of corn, barley, spring 
wheat, oats, millet, winter wheat, rye, 
bloom corn, sorghum, and other grass 
crops. They will not feed on legumes— 
soybeans, sweet and red clover, cow­ 
peas and the like—or, in fact, on any 
crop that is not a grass. 
From 80 to OO per cent of the chinch 
bugs will be found along the south and 
west sides of fences, hedges, roadsides 
and woodlands, in the bases of buneh- 


>e raised: without cultivation no crop* 
at all could be produced. 
Each fe­ 
male chinch hug killed daring this fiji!I 
and winter means, on the average, 150 
fewer first-brood bugs In the wheat 
next spring and 10.000 fewer second-* 
brood hugs in the corn next summer. 
In a moderate wind chinch hugs 
probably fly 
more than ten 
miles. 
Burning the bugs on one or two farms, 
therefore, will not lessen the damug® 
the following season to any extent. To 
accomplish 
results 
general 
burning 
must he done over a good-sized area, 
such as a township, or better, a county. 
The hest results from burning will 
he had on days when the wind is not 
strong and the cover is dry enough to 
burn to the ground. 
The fire should 
he worked against the wind.

Water for hogs, while not a food, 
will help make fat on the hog as 
quickly as any other one thing fed. 
Water is necessary in digestion, since 
it acts as a solvent, a regulator, a 
transporter and a cleaner and a tonic 
to the hog’s body. 
Many foods have a large quantity of 
water in them, such as mangels, which 
have 9 pounds of water to <>ne pound 
of dry matter, hut the majority of 
hog feeds are less than 25 per cent 
water. 
Sinc^ water Is necessary in the 
chemical action of starches md sugars 
which make fats it is necessary that 
hogs have plenty of water if they are 
to get their fat in the most economical 
manner 
Where hogs do not get a good sup­ 
ply of fresh water they will worry and 
this reduces their flesh. Hogs have a 
comparatively 
small 
stomach 
and 
cannot drink large quantities of water 
at a time so that they should be given 
h chance to drink frequently. 
When plenty of -vater Is furnished 
the hogs will be healthier since water

products in the body building process­ 
es of the body.

This injures good drain­ 
age. facilitates denning and makes It 
possible for the feeding floor to com­ 
pletely fulfill its function of providing 
a dean place to feed the hogs. 
Some farmers have so located these 
feeding floors as to get a large amount 
of rain water from roofs of nearby 
buildings, which flushes the floor aftei 
each rain storm and helps materially 
to keep them clean and sanitary.
